A NEEDED IMPROVEMENT. 


The new million dollar shops of the 
Missouri Pacific railroad will be open- 


in a few week s, and hundreds of 
additional men will be put to work . 
The prediction comes from responsi­ 
ble sources that the shop force will 
muinher 2000 by the beginning of next 
y ear, and win he still further Increas­ 
ed later on. 
Sedalia contributed liberally to se- 
eme these shops, and many of the 
subscriptions came from business men 
ifbo hoped to share in the trade of 
the shop force. 
But, so far. Sedalia has made no pro­ 
vision for the shop employes to reach 
the business part of the city. 
There 
is no street car line to the shops! 
W hat are the business men of Se­ 
dalia going to do about this? Do they 
aspect the shopmen and their wiv es 
and children to walk two or three 
lailes down-town when they wish to 
visit the Ohio street stores? 
There must be better arrangements 
fhnn that or the city of Sedalia will 
liMie much of the benefits that were 
ex pected from the shops. 
The Democrat is anxious to see the 
needed facilities for communication 
between the shop section 
and 
the 
business section prov ided at once. 
Such a street car line cannot be 
built in a day or a week , and it is too 
important to be put off on uncertain­ 


ties for a year or two. 
The city council and the mayor are 
supposed to look after the interests 
of the city, and, unless they are ab­ 
solutely certain that the needed street 
car lines are going to be built at once 
by the company holding a franchise, 
they should inv ite propositions to sup­ 
ply Sedalia with what will be the best- 
paying line in the city—a line that is 
needed nqw and will be needed a 
great deal worse when winter comes.

The Poultry Show.

Of the Alask an Moose Have a Spread 
of Seventy-Eight Inches. 
After all has been said about the 
horns of the world’s greatest horned 
animals, there are positively none that 
eq ual in impressiveness the gigantic 
mass that crowns the head of a really 
jig Alask an moose, says Scribner’s 
Magazine. Tak e them in situ, as the 
geologists say, on the head of their 
rightful owner, and in length, breadth 
and thick ness 
they 
inspire in the 
mind of every intelligent human be­ 
ing a feeling of genuine awe. 
I do not see how even an intelligent 
dog or horse can behold a pair of 
70-inch moose antlers without being 
profoundly 
impressed. 
The 
antler 
springs horizontally from an upper 
corner of the head, on a stem of solid 
bone that is lik e the trunk of a hick ­ 
ory sappliug. A foot or so from the burr 
it throws off toward the front, q uite 
gratuitously as it were, two or three 
big spears of bone that are of much 
use in a fight. 
As soon as there is room for real 
development, the main stem fiattens 
out into an enormous slab of bone, 
perhaps two inches in thick ness, from 
12 to 18 inches wide, and from two to 
three feet long. This Is the “palma- 
tion,” and a very appropriate name it 
is, too; for in the center it is hollowed 
lik e a human palm, and studded along 
its upper edge with from six to twelve 
fingers and thumbs of solid bone. 
In sheer exuberance of strength, 
and excess of horn material, an Alas­ 
k an moose antler occasionally throws 
off from the lower surface of its palm, 
or it may be from the front of the 
beam, a big rugged spur-root of bone,

Lost Fifty-Three Years Ago Will Be 


Recovered From Steamboat. 


If the latest story which comes out 
of the up p er Missouri river is true,

1 ne City of New Orleans was one of 
the early steamboats which p lied the 
Missouri river, and was owned by 
Cap tain La Barge, of St. Louis.

Bellows Falls, Vt, Aug. 26.—Sensa­ 
tional testimony concerning affairs at 
the state prison in Windsor was given 
at y esterday ’s hearing o t the investi­ 
gation of public institutions* 
Horace Boy d, a prison officer, testi­ 
fied regarding the alleged conduct of 
Mrs. Mary N. Rogers. She is the Ben­ 
nington woman who was convicted of 
the murder of her husband, Marcus 
Rogers, in August. 19 02, but was not 
hanged. 
Boy d testified that Vernon Rogers, 
a convict, who is serving a sentence 
of six teen y ears, had told him that he 
(Rogers) had access last spring to 
Mrs. Rogers* cell by means of a key 
which he had made in the shoe shop 
of the institution. The convict is not 
a relative of Mrs. Rogers. Boy d fur­ 
ther stated that Rogers and the con­ 
demned woman Imd not conducted 
themselves properly .
